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Convict, Wife Barricaded 
In Prison; Guard Is Slain 


NORFOLK, Mass. (AP) - A 
convicted murderer armed with 
two 
pistols 
shot 
one 
prison 
guard dead and wounded two 
other persons in an escape at­ 
tempt today at Massachusetts 
Correctional 
Institute, 
author­ 
ities said. He then barricaded 
himself and his wife inside the 
medium security prison. 
State 
police 
snipers 
were 
rushed into prison cell blocks 
and more than 150 state troop­ 
ers and other policemen gath­ 
ered outside the prison, about 
30 miles southwest of Boston. 
George Burke, Norfolk Coun­ 
ty district attorney, said the in­ 
mate involved was Walter El­ 
liott, 30, convicted in 1970 of a 
1968 double 
murder in South 
Boston. Elliott was convicted of 
murdering a man and a woman 
in a South Boston apartment. 
Burke said policemen were 
closing in on the area where 
Elliott and his wife were holed 
up. 
The shootings occurred in the 
visitors’ room at about 9 a.m. 


Officials said they were not 
sure how Elliott received the 
two pistols, but a prison of fetal 
told a reporter 'that some wom­ 
en visitors at the prison are not 
searched when they enter. 
Anne Kirchhmeier, a reporter 
for the Boston Globe who was 
interviewing another inmate m 
the prison at the time of the 
shooting, said an inmate “sud­ 
denly stood up and had a gun 
in each hand.” 
She said the armed inmate 
ordered 
all 
persons 
in 
the 
room, including three guards, 
to lie down. When one guard 
hesitated, 
Miss 
Kirchhmeier 
said 
the 
inmate 
opened 
fire 
with 
four 
shots, 
killing 
the 
guard. 
Then, Miss Kirchhmeier said, 
the inmate and his wife retreat­ 
ed back into a prison cell block. 
Officials identified the dead 
guard as Jam es Sousa, 29, of 
Fairhaven. 
“ It was like a bad movie, a 
nightm are,’’ Miss Kirchhmeier 
reported.

Bremer, 21, has pleaded in­ 
nocent by reason of insanity. 
He appeared at ease as he 
sat at the defense table and lis­ 
tened to questioning of prospec­ 
tive jurors.

courtroom was subjected to an 
intensive search that included a 
shakedown with a m etal detec­ 
tor. 
Several of the persons called 
for jury duty were excused by 
the judge after he put a dozen 
questions to them 
concerning 
their knowledge of the shooting 
of

candidate 
and their relationship with any­ 
one involved in the case. 
Bremer faces a total of 17 
counts in connection with the 
volley of shots that felled Wal­ 
lace and three others as the 
governor completed a presiden­ 
tial campaign speech at a shop­ 
ping center in Laurel. Md., on 
May 15. 
Bremer, a former school jani­ 
tor and hotel busboy from Mil­ 
waukee. faces 12 charges of al­ 
legedly using a .38-caliber pis­ 
tol in the wounding of Wallace, 
Secret Service Agent Nicholas 
Zarvos, Alabama State Police 
Capt. E C. Dothard and Dora 
Thompson, a Wallace campaign, 
worker from Hyattsville, Md. 
The jut 
under Judge Ralph 
W. Powers will also consider 
five charges alleging Bremer

incident at a shopping center in 
Laurel. 
Bremer’s court-appointed at­ 
torney,

to open July 12. but was post­ 
poned to allow Lipsitz addition­ 
al time to prepare a defense. 
The defendant also faces fed­ 
eral charges of shooting Wal­ 
lace and Zarvos, but the trial in 
U.S. District Court in Baltimore 
has been postponed indefinitely.

a tree here and they'll find me 
in Novem ber.”

Ireland (AP) — British, troops 
and arm or occupied barricaded 
strongholds 
of 
the 
Irish

publican Arm y early today and 
encountered almost no resist­ 
ance. But the IRA struck back 
later with bombs that killed at 
least six civilians. 
Striking at 4 a.m ., 13.000 Brit­ 
ish soldiers smashed down IRA 
b arre ades 
with 
tanks 
con­ 
verted to bulldozers and took 
possession of Catholic areas of 
Londonderry, 
Belfast. 
Lurgan, 
.Armagh, Portadown. Coal island 
and Dungannon. 


By noon, reports were com­ 
ing in of bombings in London­ 
derry and other towns. 
In Claudy, 12 miles southeast 
of 
Londonderry, 
six 
persons 
w ere killed when bombs plant­ 
ed in three cars exploded in the 
main street. 
Army officers believed most 
of the IRA gunm en bad gone 
underground in the countryside 
or fled across the border to the 
Irish Republic. 


Three hours after the troops 
breached the first barricades, 
William Whitelaw, the British 
administrator for Northern Ire­ 
land, announced: 
“The Brtish 
army 
are now 
in occupation 
and control throughout North­ 
ern Ireland.” 
An army spokesman said the 
troops 
suffered 
no 
casualties 
but shot four gunmen during 
the night. The bodies of two 
men were brought to a London­ 
derry hospital. 
It was the biggest m ilitary of­ 
fensive in the three years of re ­ 
ligious warfare in Northern Ire­ 
land. 
The Catholics stayed inside 
their homes as the troops en­ 
tered 
the 
“ Free 
Derry” 
en 
claves in Londonderry for the 
first tim e in m ore than a year.

This is the story of one day in the life 
of Beth, Tina, and Julia, daughters of 
Mr. and Mrs. Walter Osting, R. R. 7. For 
the past years, horseback riding has been 
one of their favorite sports, and they 
have worked hard for the things they 
have. They detasseled corn, raised and 
sold pigs on the farm, and each has in­ 
vested m a horse of her own. The Sunday 
that opened the Rush County Fair was 
the Saddle Club rodeo and contest . . . 
and each entered certain contests, but, 
as you will soon learn, a horse show is 
not all Blue Ribbons! 
Getting animals ready to show at the 
fair is hard work. In the case of these 
horses, their hoofs were sanded and 
polished with black shoe polish. They 
were shampooed. Their tails and manes 
were clipped. The hair was clipped 
around the hoofs, under the chin, and 
around the ears. The saddle was washed 
and waxed, the saddle blankets washed. 
The girls had their blue jeans starched 
and pressed into stiff creases. Their boots 
were polished. All this is at least a three- 
hour job. 
The oldest girl had had the feet of her 
horse clipped for the show, .and this time 
the man who did this had clipped too 
close, so the horse had one lame ioot. 
The horse show at the fair starts at 
8 a.m. and lasts until 8 p.m. and on Sun- 
dav continued through the late after­ 
noon rain storm. The temperature hover­ 
ed around 96, with humidity of 99.9. 
Just before the storm, daughter num­ 
ber two waited for 25 minutes astride her 
horse for her signal. From a combination 
of heat, fatigue, and humidity, she faint­ 
ed. She scratched two classes, and went 
back to finish in two classes in the rain. 
The youngest girl was showing in the 
rain in the walk-trot class. She had won 
first in this class the last year but this 
time when her horse came to a muddle 
in one comer of the ring, it would stop, 
“You know how my horse is, he always 
wants to roll in the mud!” 
The eldest girl was entered in the last 
event of the day. She was riding her 
horse with the lame foot when the horse 
slipped in the mud. It slipped down in 
one direction in 4 inches of mud and she 
in the other in 4 inches of mud. Girl, 
horse, saddle, boots, were all covered with 
it! 
One of the girls owns a jumper, and 
had won in the jump class last year in 
a saddle club show. But this year, the 
horse jumped once, then refused to jump 
the second time in the mud. 
One little boy won a blue ribbon and a 
silver dollar. He lost his dollar in the 
mud, so Mr. Osting vounteered to help 
him search in those inches of mud. 
So, at the end of the day, there was 
one blue ribbon, a saddle covered with 
4 inches of mud, 3 pair of cowboy boots 
caked with 4 inches of mud, a horse 
covered with mud, a daughter covered 
with mud, and a father streaked with 
mud from helping the little boy look for 
his silver dollar. 
Mother Osting may say never again, 
— but come the fair next year, or a horse 
show, and the family will be back. They 
are that kind of family. The oldest girl 
is a regular in the corn detasseling crew. 
She detasseled for eight hours before 
entering the 4-H Dress Review. She had 
detasseled until dark the day before the 
horse show. 
With their stamina, sense of humor, 
dependability, and ability to accept, life 
should certainly smile on them! Always 
the 1972 Fair day is one they will long 
remember.

APA Says Judgment Is Restored 
Upon Cure Of Mental Depression 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
American 
Psychiatric 
Associ­ 
ation, without direct reference 
to Sen. Thomas Eagleton, says 
the judgment of a person who 
suffered 
mental 
depression 
would be completely restored 
following recovery from the ill­ 
ness. 
“During an episode of depres­ 
sion,” the APA said in a spe­ 
cial 
statement, 
“a 
person’s 
judgment may be affected in 
proportion, to the degree of sev­ 
erity of the depression. 
“The distortion of judgment 
may vary from a slight color­ 
ation to a gross defect. Follow­ 
ing recovery from the episode 
there is a full return of judg­ 
ment.” 
The APA, the professional or­ 
ganization of the nation’s psy­ 
chiatrists, said countless thou­ 
sands have resumed normal ac­ 
tivities after successful treat­ 
ment for mental depresson by 
various 
methods, 
including 
electroshock. 
This, the statement added, is 
“compelling evidence that the 
existence of an episode of de­ 
pression in a person’s medical 
history should be considered in 
the same manner as a wide 
range 
of 
other 
successfully 
treated illnesses.” 
It 
said 
“some 
depressions 
may recur and some do not; 
recurrence is 
not fully 
pre­ 
dictable.” 
The APA said it was issuing 
the statement — entitled "De­ 
pressions and the Treatment 
Therefor” — in response to in­ 
quiries from newsmen in recent 
days. It stressed the content of 
the statement was “without ref­ 
erence to any individual case.” 
The inquiries were motivated 
by disclosures earlier this week 
by Sen... Eagleton, the Demo­ 
cratic nominee for vice presi­ 
dent, that he had been hospi­ 
talized and received, psychiatric 
treatment 
an three occasons 
during the 1960s, and that on 
two of those occasions he had 
received 
electroshock 
treat­ 
ment for depression. 
“Electroshock,” 
said 
the 
APA, “has been a highly effec­ 
tive treatment 
for 
moderate 
and severe depressions since it 
was introduced in 1938.” 
Defining depressions as beng 
“essentally disorders of mood” 
— with many of them triggered 
“by stressful life experience” 
— the APA said there are three 
types: 
—Mild: These “fall within the 
range of normal experience . . . 
(and) are characterized by a 
tendency to feel discouraged, 
disheartened, 
irritable, 
tired, 
‘blue’ 
” 
—M o d e r a t e : These are 


marked by the same type of 
symptoms 
as 
the 
mild type 
'“but carried to such a degree 
that they interfere with the vic­ 
tim’s social and occupational 
adjustment . . . ? There is a re­ 
luctance and resistance to as­ 
suming 
everyday 
responsi­ 
bilities . . . . ” 
—Severe: These are charac­ 
terized “by virtually a total 
withdrawal of interests by the 
victim in the world about him.

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U.S. Contends 
Bomb Damage 
To Dikes Minor 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
U.S. intelligence report says 
bombs have hit 12 places in 
North Vietnam’s widespread 
dike network, but “the damage 
is minor.” 
The State Department re­ 
leased 
the 
eight-page 
in­ 
telligence finding Friday in a 
follow-up to President Nixon's 
dental of Hanoi’s charges that 
the United States is deliber­ 
ately trying to knock out the vi­ 
tal water control system in the 
Red River delta. 
But the department continued 
to keep secret the July 10-11 
U.S. aerial photos said to sup­ 
port the finding. State Depart­ 
ment officials said release of 
the pictures would do no good 
in the Washington-Hanoi ex­ 
change of allegations about the 
bombing, because they expect 
North Vietnam would only re­ 
spond with more photos alleg­ 
ing dike damage. 
The intelligence document, 
which State Department offi­ 
cials said was based on com­ 
plete photo coverage of the en­ 
tire Red River delta area in 
northern North Vietnam, main­ 
tained: 
“Photographic 
evidence 
shows conclusively that there 
has been no intentional bomb­ 
ing of the dikes. A few dikes 
have been hit by stray bombs 
directed at military-associated 
targets nearby. 
“The damage is minor and 
no 
major 
dike 
has 
been 
breached. 
“The damage can be easily 
repaired—in a matter of a few 
days—and has not been suf­ 
ficient to cause any flooding. 
“No damage has been ob­ 
served in the Hanoi area or 
against the primary dike sys­ 
tem protecting that city.” 
State 
Department 
officials 
said the U.S. Intelligence con­ 
clusions 
and pictures 
were 
shown to United Nations Secre­ 
tary General Kurt Waldheim 
Monday by Ambassador George 
Bush when the U.S. envoy 
sought to refute Waldheim’s 
criticism of the U.S. air attacks 
on North Vietnam. 


PPG Foundation

$39 Million Surplus Reported 
In Indiana General Fund 
Move Beaten To Cut Maximum Subsidy 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP)—A $39 
million surplus in the Indiana 
general fund June 30 reflects 
favorably on Gov. Edgar D. 
Whitcomb's opposition to state­ 
wide tax increases, his budget 
director said today. 
Thomas H. Taylor announced 
the surplus for the close of the 
1971-72 fiscal year, the last full 
year of the Whitcomb adminis­ 
tration, and said, “I am very, 
very pleased.” 
He said the surplus could 
have been higher but the State 
Board of Finance authorized 
transfer of $2.6 million from the 
general fund to a pay-as-you-go 
water pollution control fund. 
That fund was set up earlier 
this year with a portion of the 
states construction accounts 
funds. The surplus does not in­ 
clude $45 
million which the 
state is keeping in reserve for 
school aid distributons, Taylor 
sad. 
Taylor also sad he believes 
the $39 million surplus reflected 
favorably upon the governor’s 
economy progress. 
The surplus was announced 
as the finance board closed out 
its books for 1971-72. Available 
revenue for the fiscal year to­ 
taled $864.2 million, about $31.5 
million more than originally 
forecast. 
The final revenue figure ex­ 
ceeded appropriations by $16,8 
million, Taylor said. He said 
this figure, coupled with $22.2 
million in money appropriated 
but not spent, brings the final 
surplus figure to $39 million.

Opponents or U\e amendment, 
offered by Sen. Birch Bayh, D- 
lnd., said it would breach faith 
with farmers. 
The Senate al>o rejected by 
voice vote an amendment to a 
$13.5 billion Agriculture Depart­ 
ment appropriations bill by 
Sen. Frank Moss, D-Utah, to 
halt price supports and other 
government subsidies for to­ 
bacco. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., won voice vote approval 
of an amendment increasing 
funds for the food stamp pro­ 


gram to $2.5 billion, an in­ 
crease of nearly $170 million 
over the Nixon administration’s 
request. 
The bill’s total is about $614 
million over President Nixon's 
budget but $409 millón under 
last year’ appropriation. It is 
about $670 million over the 
amount voted by the House, for 
the bill which also covers envi- 
r o n m e n t a l and consumer 
agencies. 
A House-Senate conference 
committee will have to work 
out a compromise. 
Bayh said his amendment 
was designed "to limit sub­ 
sidies to large corporate farm ­ 
ers—not to deny them to family 
farmers.” He said one half of 
one per cent of producers now 
receive 14 per cent of subsidy 


payments and estimated his 
amendment would save the 
government about $150 million 
a year.
